HOUSEHOLD HINTS 


The Age's Daily Recipe. 


SIMPLE CAKES.—Three eggs, one; 
cnp of raisins, half-cup of minced al-1 
monds. one and a half teaspoonfuls of I 
baking powder, one and a half cnps of 
flour, a pinch of salt. Mix and bake 
in a shallow oblong tin. When baked 
and while still hot cut into oblong 
pieces and return to the oven or 
broiler and turn all sides until of a 
golden-brown color.
